Poindexter declared that oil con­ 
sumers on the Coast are required' 
to pay $1.85 a barrel for fuel oil 
which is sold in New Orleans at 
80 cents. 
“ Inasmuch as the Pacific Coast 
through Its California fields pro­ 
duces more oil than it consumes, 
there is no excuse for the coast 
prices exceeding Atlantic or Gulf 
prices,” Poindexter declared. 
That the probe if ordered will > 
have a direct bearing on the whole \ 
cost of living question was assert­ 
ed by Poindexter, who said “ fuel 


oil enters into the price of nearly 
every commodity.” 
“ Consumers who have filed proi- 
tests witli me claim that the price 
of oil on the Pacific Coast is arbi­ 
trarily fixed by the Standard Oil 
Company of CalifonPa,” said Pom- 
dexter. 
“ There is no real compe­ 
tition. The Standard's control has 
brought it enormous profits, en­ 
abling it to pay dividends in the 
last three years of 165 per cent. 
Last year's profit was $44.000,000 
and an estimate based on the first 
six months shows the profits of 
1919 will be millions higher. 
In 
the three years when the Standard 
lias paid 165 per cent dividends, 
prices of fuel oil 0 1 1 the coast have 
advanced nearly three fold. 
Poindexter's resolution

the commission to pay particular 
attention to tlie Standard Oil, the

Pav ement that was laid fiv e y ears 
ago and then ap p eared fully adequate 
for all traffic it might ev er be called 
up on to bear, is beginning to go to 
p ieces under a continuous and increas­ 
ing traffic in hauling p robably now in 
v olume a hundred to one what it was 
six y ears ago. 


Freight hauling between p oints in 
Southern California that used to be 
done almost entirely by rail is now 
done ov er p av ed roads. 


Freighting ov er p av ed roads 
has 


federal, state, county and 
city of­ 
ficers. 
Monsieur I)e Valera is engaged in 
a work of 
mischief 
in 
which

ognition as ex ecutiv e of the alleged

bles most right now is the fact that 
the truck ing is actually 
destroy ing 
much p av ement already down. Those 
engaged in heav y truck ing are destroy ­ 
ing 
thousands of 
dollars’ 
worth of 
roads ev ery month, and no fees that 
state or county can charge and collect 
or that the truck ing comp anies can 
afford to p ay will p rov e adequate com­ 
p ensation for the damage done, being 
done and to be done by heav y truck ­ 
ing. 
Road authorities cannot v ery well 
sit by and let the work of demolition 
go on. Something 
has to be d one : 
about it, and done about it in a hurry , j Bu(. jrelan(i herself 
For the temp orary p rotection of the 
roads, the first step should be to re­ 
duce the max imum load that a truck 
may legally carry . 
At p resent the 
state allows a max imum load of 2:1,000 
p ounds, which is more than it ought 
to be. Little effort seems to hav e been 
made in the state to enforce the load 
law. According to rep ort, loads of 28,- 
OoO p ounds hav e been hauled through 
the Santa Ana cany on almost daily . 
Both 
state and county hav e tire- 
width laws. 
The county requires an 
inch of tire for each 600 p ounds car­ 
ried. That law was p assed p rimarily as 
a law to p rev ent the cutting of the 
p rotectiv e surface. But it is not the 
surface that is causing road officials 
worry right now. It is the base. The 
continual jarring of ex tremely heav y 
loads has 
dev elop ed the fact that the 
bases that engineers a few y ears ago 
declared to 
be amp le for all traffic 
then k nown are not heav y enough for 
today ’s traffic. 
There is no method of insp ection of 
loads. 
It is declared to be true and 
p robably is true that many truck ing 
firms 
from outside 
Orange 
county 
make no p retense at stay ing within 
the law ’s limitations. So far as the 
Register is able to determine, local 
trucking firms are following the law. 
There should be a determined effort 
to stop ov er-loading. Violators of tbe 
law should be giv en amp le doses of 
Judge 
Cox ’s Sp ecific, highly 
recom­ 
mended for getting results. Perhap s, 
too, something could be done by lim­ 
iting heav y truck ing to certain high­ 
way s, selecting those that could stand 
the strain. 
, 


Most assuredly one thing is true, 
and that is that our p resent roads 
are not going to stand up under their 
p resent usage. 
Another thing that 
might as well be stated and recognized 
is that there is a big p ublic demand 
for highway trucking. Deliv ery is much 
quicker, more direct and more satis­ 
factory by truck s than by rail. More­ 
ov er. 
tbe railroads do 
not seem to 
care much for short haul business in 
Southern 
California. 
At. least, the 
quality of serv ice giv en by the rail 
roads for that k ind of business does 
not indicate any great anx iety to get 
or 
hold 
it. Instead 
of 
decreasing, 
heav y 
truck ing, left 
alone, will 
in­ 
crease rap idly , and the strain up on the 
roads will be doubled, rather than les­ 
sened in the slightest. 
Since the roads will not stand the 
usage, since heav y truck ing is here to 
stay , are we not squarely up against 
the necessity of re-building a lot of 
pav ement, 
re-building 
p ossibly 
by 
making the old 
p av ement a base for 
new rbads, as has 
already been done 
in this cout t y 
near one or 
two of the
